A group of is- 
lands has fenced this corner off and 
njprte a huge deep-water sound out 
of It. 


"The town of Cordova has not yet 


reached Its majority, but it has become 
the modest metropolis of the Prince 
Willlnm sound region, though several 
of Its competitors are well over a rcore 
^ Tears old. Unlike most Alaskan 
lowSS, Cordova wns made by copper, 
not gold. 
It Is the port for the rich 


copper mines of the Copper river and 
the const terminus of the Copper niver 
i Northwestern railway, the first rail- 
road of considerable length to be built 
in Alaska. 
The town Is not at the 


mouth of the Copper rker, being situ- 
ated some twenty miles farther west 
along the coast. The river develops a 
broad, marshy delta, whose coast Is 
without harbor sites. 


"The need of Alaska for railroads 


was dramatically Illustrated by the sit- 
uation In the Copper Itlver vnlley. 
Vastly rich copper mines existed 200 
miles up the valley, but even pure cop- 
per nuggets (one weighing three tons 
was discovered) could not be brought 
out save at a cost greater than their 
value. The first train from the mines 
In 1911 carried 250,000 tons of ore to 
Cordova; and in one week In 1910 the 
port shipped ore worth more than $7> 
000,000—about the price paid to Rus- 
sia by the United States In 1S67 for 
the entire territory. 


Harbors Opan Year Round.

United States, which freed the slaves, 
was never adopted.

N'ew Orleans parties to test 


its legality. 
The ground taken is 


that the amendment was never pro- 
posed by two-thirds of each house of 
Congress, nor ratified by two-thirds 
of the States. 
If this contention 


should prove correct, then they claim 
that every colored person in the land 
would prove ineligible to hold office. 
There is not much danger of these 
Southern contestants succeeding in 
their contention. It is too late a day 
for them to bring such a matter up. 
The act freeing the slaves was passed 
nearly sixty years ago. 


. Down in. Philadelphia a .Magis- 
trate, has declared his intention, to 
hold all the occupants of an automo- 
bile, the driver of which is put under 
arrest-for reckless driving, declar- 
ing that where there -are two or 
more pesons in a car .with such a 
driver some one' of them knows that 
he is violating the law. . . 


"It is the plain i public duty 
of 


these persons to warn the driver and 
make him stop his recklessness" says 
the Magistrate. 


"In the majority of instances it is

Ancient Craft Replaced by 


Self-Propelled Craft on 


. New'York Waterway. 


New York.—When the New. York 


stale barge canal was completed for' 
Its full length In 1018 It was obvious 
that old methods of navigation would 
liave to be replaced with something 
new, says the New York Times. The 
snub-nosed, mule-hauled wooden canal 
boats that for almost a century had 
made up the argosy which brought 
the-wealth of the Inland to (lie sea- 
board und gave to New York Its posi- 
tion of metropolis no longer would 
fill the bill, the story continues. 


Along,with the old canal bont went 


the old-time cannier, who for years 
had made his, leisurely way across the 
fitate.'ltanlng against the filler, smok- 
ing his pipe nnd looking out for "low 
bridge." ..The two—the boat'and the 
boatman—had served their time well; 
tut now It became evident that.both 
mi'Si.pass Into the'discard. -Neither 
the boat nor the boatman gave up 
easily. A lifetime of canaling was riot 
lightly to lie dropped. 
They strug- 


gled for existence; but the struggle 
was In vain. They could not adapt 
themselves to new conditions:

Accustomed 
to the 
narrow 
Krle 


canal, with Its towpath nnd rallies, 
the old canaler could not get used to 
the wide reaches of the barge ciinnl, 
the deep locVs, the broad stretches of 
Onelda 
lake, where he sometimes 


went almost out of sight of land. 
He 


missed the mules. 
Slack-wnter navi- 


gation began to take on the charac- 
teristics of tiie sea. New, smart, craft 
began to appear, manned with new, 
smart young fellows. Their talk had the 
tang of salt water. 
They spoke in 


"bells," "knots" and'"fathoms." They 
knew not "low bridge." Tales of the sea 
began to 'get about the decks. 
In 


short, the period of transition had be- 
gun. 


It was evident that the wooden 


canal boat of the "roaring forties" 
could not'survive. The only question 
was what sort of bont would take Its 
place.

Nsw Type of Freighter 


Only In the last two years has this 


question been answered 
Now, with 


large 
steel, 
self-propelled 
vessels, 


veritable 
inotorshlps, 
capable 
of 


breasting the boisterous waters of the 
Great Lakes and the wnves of the 
oce»n, It becomes evident'what sort of 
freighter will replace the traditional 
canal boat. 
The old-timers still fre-- 


cuent the canal, but grow fewer and 
fewer- each year. . They still make up 
towi that ply the Hudson and 'navi- 
gate the Inland waterway to Buffalo 
and Montreal, but the barge canal Is 
not: the Erie, canal, and the primitive 
boat is gradually dropping from sight. 


The new freighter did not leap from 


the'braln of the marine architect at a 
single bound. Rather, It has been a 
matter of evolution. You will bear in 
mind that, although the barge canal 
was completed for Iti full length In 
1818, It was turned over to the War 
.department In that year and continued 
to be operated by: the Federal govern- 
ment during the war'and'In 1919 arid 
1820. There hav« been but three years 
In which, commerce, unimpeded by 
subsidized traffic, could proceed to de- 
velop trade. Those years have seen 
surprising progress In boat building 
on this Inland waterway. 


In the. development of the type of 


vessel best adapted to use on the 
barge canal the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New York has made a valu- 
able contribution to commerce, ac- 
cording to naval architects. In com- 
mon with other shippers, the Standard 
Oil Company of New York was alive 
to the possibilities of developing busi- 
ness by water, and as soon as the 
barge canal was finished In 1818 It put 
feifra} lowjp; j^rges on Mj cupjii. 
Five stages have marked the evolution 
that has gone on. • 


__ Ol£ Traditions £erslst«). 
Although the new barge canal of- 


fered wide possibilities, the mental 
habit of a century persisted. To boat- 
men and to bont builders a canal was 
a canal. To them a boat for use on a 
canal must be a canal boat. Aud of 
canal boals (hey knew but one sort— 
namely, the mule-hauled craft 
that 


cnme Into use. In the days of De Witt 
Clinton. That the Erie-canal had gone 
Into the discard and been filled In 
meant nothing to them. That, In place 
of the old Erie canal, the Mohawk river 
2iad_been dammed In a series of lakes 
forl>Ig-Foat navigation meant as little 
to navigators as it still means to the 
general public"

The first stage In the evolution of 


the new freighter, therefore, was a 
close copy of the original canal boat. 
It was a craft about 75 feet long and 
approximately 22 feet wide. It was 
towed by a tug. From four to six of 
these boats could enter a lock at once. 
The Standard Oil Company of New 
York experimented with these towed 
barges In 1818. 1910 and 1920. 


Reaching the conclusion that the 


barge canal was a feasible method of 
transportation, the company in the win- 
ter of 1820 struck out^boldly to de- 
velop a self-propelled vessel suitable to 
Its needs. 
That winter It built five 


Identical boats, namely, the Buffalo So- 
cony, the Rochester, the Ullcn, the 
Allmny nnd the Syracuse Socony. Each 
was about ISO feet long. 23 feet beam 
nnd had n loader draft of.ahout 9 feet 
Each had a 3fiO-hor?e power gasoline 
eneine and pumping machinery, nlfo 
driven hy ?ns onrlnes. 


The five boats piled the barge canal 


successfully during 1021 and 1022, go- 


Ing not only to Buffalo but through 
Lake Cliumpluln. 


The liuffulo Socony type marks' the 


second stage In the evolution. It dem- 
onstrated. that the self-propelled crafl 
is supvrlor to (lie hauled barge In 
economy, In speed and In dispatch of 
deliveries. . 


Because these (lie boats were a suc- 


cess, the Standard Oil Company of 
New York considered the next step, 
namely, making larger boats. 
In the 


winter of JD22-23 the company's am- 
rlne architects lengthened the five 
boots In the Buffalo fleet by Inserting a 
40-foot section amidships, making each 
of them 190 feet long. This added a 
carrying capacity of 112,000 more gal- 
lons to each boat. JRJiperlenct In one 
season proved that It cost no more to 
operate the lengthened boat than it did 
when the craft had 'Us original dimen- 
sions. 
This demonstrated the feasi- 


bility of using a still larger craft. The 
year of 1923, therefore, marks the third 
stage In the evolution of the barge 
canal freight carrier. 


Largest Boat Launched In 1933. 


The fourth slage began In June, 1923, 


when the company's largest boat yet 
wns launched— the Troy Socony, 2-45 
feet long, 37 feel 0 inches In the'beam 
and 14 feet deep.

.of water transport that ^subsidiary of

A year of operation had proved Its 


•efficiency, its owners assert. ,The boat 
has a carrying capacity of 571,848 gal- 
lons, beside Its own fuel, amounting to 
13,380 gallons. The Troy Socony Is a 
twin-screw 
Diesel 'propelled 
ship. 


When her 14 tanks are filled, she 
draws 12 feet of water. In this vessel 
the modern' motor /ship Is seen at a 
high state of perfection. 
The 
two 


Diesel engines 
develop- about 300- 


horse power each. 
These engines 


drive two bronze propellers, and the 
;fh1p; fully loaded, can make about 
•nine knots. 
There are two' cargo 


pumps, each of which Is 'able '-to' dis- 
charge the entire 'cargo in sir hours. 
'The pumps'ure operated by a separate 
45-horse power Diesel engine. ' There 
are electric generating sets for light- 
ing service and for operating the elec- 
tric steering gear and windlasses. 


The comfort of the crew, numbering

In all the recent types of thi Standard 
Transportation company's fleet the 
pilot bouse and bridge are 'situated 
nmldshlps to give unrestricted view 
of the vessel fore and aft. 


Can Operate at Sea. 


While the Troy Socony was designed 


to navigate the barge canal, she was 
constructed with a view to use on Long 
'Island sound In the winter. In passing, 
it may be said that the seaworthy qual- 
ities of vessels 'of this type are shown 
In the fact that one boat- went down 
the Atlantic coasti through the Pan- 
ama canal and up the Pacific coast, 
fighting a gnle that wrecked larger ves- 
sels.'

The fifth, stage In the evolution of 'the 
new vessel 1st now in process.

Large Though thes'e eight vessels are, 


they do not measure up to the capacity 
of the barge canal locks, which are 
310 feet long' and 44 feet wide. Tho 
eight newest vessels contain many re- 
finements not found in the others. 
They have electrical apparatus for 
operating the main cargo pumps, also 
a quarteMon refrigerating plant. This 
Is the fifth — and for the present final — 
step In the evolution of the type of 
boats best adapted for barge canal nav- 
igation. 
Practically 
the entire dis-

April 2(5 was the ninetieth anniver- 


sary of the bJrlh of America's first 
humorist, Charles Farrar Browne, "A 
'short life and a merry one" describes 
die earthly sojourn of this early col- 
umnist, born In Waterford, Me., In 
IS34. He lived but 33 year*, but la 
tills time convulsed Anierica and Eng- 
lanj by the .quips generated by a 
mliiil as quaintly put together as were 
thoce of Shakespeare's clowns. 


Browne was a newspaper humorist 


and lecturer. . It was while conducting 


• a column on a Cleveland newspaper 
.that he Invented his "Artemus Ward 
and Ills Wax Klggers." 
When his 


fabled 
showman 
became 
famous, 


Browne took for himself the name of 
his well-known character, says tho 
Cleveland I'hiln Dealer. 


In the "fabulous fifties" and "storied 


sixties" he toured this country as a 
lyceum entertainer. 


Ward's drollery and eccentric humor 


were exercised even up to the last few 
.days.of ebbing life. He had just been 
.'honored.by'membership jn tho famous 
Saviigc club. . London wns at his feet 
T^and :he wns only thirty-three years

During those days when consump- 


;tion was luting Its toll, the candle of
